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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

1st.  The  calculations  of  this  Almanac  are  made  to  true  time,  and 
the  time  of  rising  and  setting"  of  the  sun  has  been  adjusted  on  ac- 
count of  the  effects  of  refraction,  which  will  make  those  times  keep 
pace  with  the  going*  of  a  good  clock  something  more  accurately 
than  when  the  equation  of  time  only  is  applied  to  the  apparent 
time  of  the  sun's  rising  and  setting. 

2d.  The  time  shown  by  a  sun  dial  is  always  apparent,  to  which 
the  equation  must  be  applied,  by  adding  when  the  sun  is  slow,  and 
substracting  when  fast,  for  the  true  time. 

3d.  A  time-piece  adjusted  by  the  southing  of  the  sun  as  given  in 
the  column  headed  "sun  south,"  will  be  true  to  two  or  three  se- 
conds, at  any  place  in  the  United  States  where  the  observation  is 
made,- — or  the  southing  of  the  moon  or  stars  may  be  taken  for  the 
same  purpose,  and  will  be  true  to  the  nearest  whole  minute,  as  the 
time  of  their  southing  is  not  calculated  to  seconds. 

4th.  A  time-piece  may  be  set  by  the  rising  or  setting  of  the  sun, 
moon,  or  stars,  using  the  true  time — but  this  method  is  not  quite 
so  accurate  as  the  one  above  mentioned,  on  account  of  the  difficul- 
ty of  obtaining  the  time  of  rising  and  setting?  but  where  a  clear  un- 
obstructed view  can  be  had,  the  observation  may  be  relied  on  to 
two  or  three  minutes,  at  any  of  the  places  mentioned  on  the  title 
page. 

5th.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing-  of  a  star  maybe 
carried  several  days  forward  by  substracting,  or  backwards  by  adding 
four  minutes  per  day. 

6th.  Twice  the  apparent  time  of  the  sun's  setting  will  give  the 
length  of  the  day,  from  sun  rise  to  sun  set,  and  twice  the  rising  will 
give  the  length  of  the  night,  from  sun  set  to  sun  rise. 

7th.  The  common  day  of  24  hours  begins  at  midnight,  and  morn- 
ing (marked  morn.)  continues  from  midnight  to  noon,  and  after- 
noon (marked  aft.)  continues  from  noon  to  midnight. 

8th.  The  right  ascension  and  declination  of  the  planets  Venus, 
Mars,  Jupiter,  and  Saturn  are  given,  together  with  the  time  of  their 
passage  over  the  Meridian  for  several  days  in  each  month.  With 
these  elements,  and  suitable  tables,  their  rising  and  setting  may  be 
calculated,  and  the  problems  relative  to  those  planets  may  be 
solved  on  an  artificial  globe  quite  as  well  as  when  their  places  in 
the  ecliptic  only  are  given. 

9th.  The  most  accurate  and  most  easy  common  method  of  setting 
a  clock  or  watch  is  by  the  sun's  southing:  this  may  be  effected  by 
previously  having  a  good  meridian  mark  made  along  the  shadow  of 
a  perpendicular  door  post,  or  window  casing,  projected  on  a  level 
loor,  &c.  and  when  the  shadow  on  any  clear  day  comes  up  to  the 

lark,  set  to  the  time  of  the  sun's  southing,  as  given  in  the  Alma- 

lc,  on  the  given  day.

ECLIPSES  OF  THE  SUN  AND  MOON 
For  the  Year  1836. 


There  will  be  two  Eclipses  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon 
in  the  year  1836. 

1st.  The  moon  will  be  eclipsed  on  the  1st  of  the  5th  month, 
in  the  morning, — visible  as  follows: 
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2d.  The  Sun  will  be  eclipsed  on  the  loth  of  the  5th  month, 
in  the  morning, — visible  as  follows: 
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The  moon  will  make  her  first  impression  on  the  sun's  disc 
at  about  85  degrees  from  the  sun's  vertex  on  the  right  hand. 

The  centre  of  this  annular  eclipse  begins  a  little  to  the 
westward  of  the  southern  limits  of  North  America,  it  will  be 
central  on  the  meridian  to  the  eastward  of  Newfoundland, 
and  ends  near  the  northern  shores  of  the  Caspian  Sea;  at  all 
the  places  where  its  centre  passes,  the  edge  or  circumference 
of  the  sun  will  form  a  luminous  ring  of  about  ^  of  a  degree 
in  breadth. 

3d.  The  moon  will  be  partly  eclipsed  on  the  24th  of  the 
10th  month,  at  8  h.  14  m.  in  the  morning,  consequently  invisi- 
ble to  us. 

4th.  The  sun  will  be  eclipsed  on  the  8th  of  the  11th 
month,  at  8  h.  51  m.  in  the  evening,  invisible  in  the  United 
States. 

This  eclipse  will  be  totak  near  Van  Diernen's  Island  in  the 
Southern  Ocean.

tue,  and  other  important  points. 
And  as  to  revealed  religion, 
though  all  its  doctrines  are  ex- 
pressed in  one  book,  yet  such  a 
diversity  of  interpretations  has 
been  given  to  the  same  passages 
of  Scripture,  that  not  only  indi- 
viduals, but  whole  churches, 
have  formed  to  themselves  dif- 
ferent creeds,  and  introduced 
them  into  their  forms  of  worship. 
The  Greek  church  admits  not 
into  its  ritual  either  the  Apostle's 
creed,  or  the  Athanasian,  but 
merely  the  Nicene.  The  Epis- 
copal church  in  America  admits 
the  Nicene  and  the  Apostle's 
creed,  but  rejects  the  Athana- 
sian. The  church  of  England 
admits  the  whole  three  into  its 
liturgy;  and  some  of  the  foreign 
Protestant  churches  admit  none 
but  the  Apostle's.  These  and 
other  creeds  which  might  be 
mentioned,  are  all  of  human  fab- 
rication; they  oblige  conscience, 
as  far  as  they  are  conformable 
to  Scripture,  and  of  that  con- 
formity every  man  must  judge 
for  himself.  This  liberty  of  pri- 
vate judgment  is  recognized  by 
our  church  (notwithstanding 
subscription  to  the  Thirty-nine

is  the  way,  walk  in  it.' 

"  Though  this  secret  direction 
of  Almighty  God  is  principally 
seen,  in  matters  relating  to  the 
good  of  the  soul;  yet  even  in  the

concerns  of  this  life,  a  good  man 
fearing  God,  and  begging  his 
direction,  will  very  often,  if  not 
at  all  times,  find  it.  I  call  my 
own  experience  to  witness,  that 
even  in  the  temporal  affairs  of 
my  whole  life,  I  have  never  been 
disappointed  of  the  best  direc- 
tion, when  1  have,  in  humility 
and  sincerity,  implored  it. 

11  The  observance  of  the  se- 
cret admonition  of  the  heart,  is 
an  effectual  means  to  cleanse 
and  sanctify  us;  and  the  more  it 
is  attended  to,  the  more  it  will 
be  conversant  with  our  souls, 
for  our  instruction.  In  the  midst 
of  difficulties,  it  will  be  our  coun- 
sellor; in  the  midst  of  troubles, 
it  will  be  our  light  and  our  com- 
forter. 

"  It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
enjoy  the  influence  of  this  good 
Spirit,  till  we  are  deeply  sensi- 
ble of  our  own  emptiness  and 
nothingness,  and  our  minds  are 
thereby  brought  down  and  laid 
in  the  dust.  The  spirit  of  Christ 
is  indeed  a  humbling  spirit;  the 
more  we  have  of  it,  the  more 
we  shall  be  humbled:  and  it  is 
a  sign  that  either  we  have  it  not, 
or  that  it  is  yet  overpowered  by 
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ou»  corruptions,  if  our  heart  be 
still  haughty. 

11  Attend,  therefore,  to  the 
secret  persuasions  and  dissua- 
sions of  the  Spirit  of  God,  and 
beware  of  quenching  or  griev- 
ing. This  wind  that  blows, 
where  it  lists,  if  shut  out  or  re- 
sisted, may  never  breathe  upon 
us  again,  but  leave  us  to  be 
hardened  in  our  sins.  If  ob- 
served and  obeyed,  it  will,  on 
all  occasions,  be  our  monitor 
and  director.  When  we  go  out, 
it  will  lead  us;  when  we  sleep, 
it  will  keep  us;  and  when  we 
awake,  it  will  talk  with  us." 


As  an  exemplification  of  the 
foregoing  testimony  of  Sir  Mat- 
thew Hale,  relative  to  the  gui- 
dance and  assistance  of  a  secret 
Monitor  vouchsafed  to  those  who 
seek  its  direction,  (among  many 
winch  might  be  selected,)  the 
following  taken  from  the  journal 
of  John  Gratton,  who  was  un- 
justly confined  a  prisoner  in 
Darbv   Jail   for  a  considerable 
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time,  is  a  striking  illustration,  as 
follows. 

But  after  some  years  the  jail- 
er gave  him  leave  to  go  home 
sometimes,  and  stay  some  weeks, 
but  it  displeased  the  Priest  and 
Apparitors.  And  one  time,  I 
being  at  home,  a  friend  who  was 
to  be  married,  came  to  me,  and 
was  earnest  with  me  to  come  to 
his  marriage,  saying,  he  believed 
there  would  be  a  great  service, 
for  many  people  of  the  town  of 
Chesterfield  (where  he  had  been 
apprentice)  would  be  at  it. — 
Wherefore  I  thought  to  go,  but 
that  night  after  he  was  gone,  as 
I  sate  in  my  own  house,  an  ex- 
ercise fell  upon  me,  so  I  turned 
in  my  mind,  and  waited  to  know 
the  cause,  and  the  word  of  the 
Lord  came  unto  me  saying,  thou 
must  not  go  to  this  marriage,  for 
the  Apparitor  will  be  there,  but 
thou  must  go  to  Derby  jail  to- 
morrow. Hereat  I  went  to  bed 
very  sorry  that  1  must  go  to 
Darby  (so  soon)  because  I  had 
leave  to  have  staid  at  home  some 
weeks  longer.  I  told  my  wife 
of  it,  and  questioned  whether  I 
should  sleep,  yet  through  mercy 
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ready  to  be  seen  by  them,  and 
said,  he  would  not  for  forty 
pounds  but  that  I  had  been  there 
that  day,  for  one  of  the  Priests 
was  the  chief  Priest  of  Darby 
town,  and  the  other  one  very 
high,  and  he  was  so  pleased,  that 
he  let  me  go  home  again  the 
same  day. 

Thus  the  wicked  plotted  a- 
gainst  the  just,  for  we  perceived 
their  design  was  to  have  advan- 
tage against  the  jailer  for  giving 
me  liberty,  and  so  have  got  me 
to  have  been  kept  close  prisoner, 
and  then  they  hoped  some  re- 
lation of  mine  would  have  given 
them  money  for  my  release:  be- 
sides, I  suppose,  they  had  some 
information  that  I  was  expected 
to  be  at  the  marriage  aforesaid; 
and  they  laid  the  design  so,  that 
the  Apparitor  went  to  the  mar- 
riage, to  have  catched  me 
there;  [but  not  meeting  the  ob- 
ject of  his  persecution,  he  was 
disappointed.]

THE  SLAVE  TRADE. 

In  one  of  the  last  discussions  on  the  slave  trade,  Sir  Chas. 
Pole  said,  "  while  he  deprecated  the  motion  (for  the  abolition) 
he  rejoiced  that  it  had  been  brought  forward  thus  early,  be- 
cause it  showed  the  cloven  foot  that  had  been  attempted  to 
be  concealed."  To  this  remark  Mr.  Sheridan  very  spirited- 
ly replied.  "An  honourable  baronet,"  said  he,  "has  talked 
of  a  cloven  foot;   I  plead  guilty  to  that  cloven  foot;  but  this  1 
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will  say,  that  the  man  who  expresses  pleasure  at  the  hope  of 
seeing  so  large  a  portion  of  the  human  race  freed  from  the 
shackles  of  tyranny,  rather  displays  the  pinions  of  an  angel, 
than  the  cloven  foot  of  a  demon."  He  then  entered  into  a 
view  of  the  slavery  of  the  West  Indies,  which  was  unlike  all 
other  slavery,  and  thus  concluded;  UA  Mr.  Barclay,  to  his 
eternal  honour  be  it  spoken,  who  had  himself  been  a  slave 
owner  in  Jamaica,  and  who  regretting  that  he  had  been  so, 
on  a  bequest  of  slaves  being  made  to  him,  emancipated  them; 
caused  them  to  be  conveyed  to  Pennsylvania,  where  they 
were  properly  instructed,  and  where  their  subsequent  exem- 
plary conduct  was  the  general  theme  of  admiration.  With 
this  fact  before  him,  should  he  be  told,  that  he  must  give  up 
all  hope  of  abolishing  slavery?  No:  he  would  never  give  it 
up,  but  exclaim  in  the  words  of  the  poet, 

"  I  would  not  have  a  slave  to  till  my  ground, 
No  carry  me,  to  fan  me  when  I  sleep, 
And  tremble  when  I  wake,  for  all  the  wealth 
That  sinews  bought  and  sold  have  ever  earn'd."
